t It Claimed That the Paris Rule* Hove 


Kcs:r!l-d In Regular SumghtM. 


The vei-y flrst year's trial of the Paris 


estrictions seems tohavoresnUed In an 
ippeal from the United States to other 
nations to stoppolagic scaling in Bering 
ea altogether next year. In proof of its 
•ood faith our government, it is report- 
ed, vjoulcl suspoad its own seal killing 
entirely on the Prihilof islands at 


loss of rovenne, and perhaps at 


the risk of having to indemnify the 
:ess'3es of the islnncls. 


The faut is that our friends, the Vic- 


toria sealers, overdid their businessclnr- 
in8 the last reason, and the new Paris 
rules enable!! tlicni to overdo it. Thej1 
begun with a gvuat -ontcry against the 
rules, hoklinf; a mefitiiig and intimating 
that their occupation ».vas gone. 
This, 


ho\vever, v;as possibly intended for ef- 
fect on the British parliament. 
But 


when it had no effect they -went to 
work at the beginning of the season 
with their customary «nergyj and tho 
result was that of breaking all records 
in their year's catch. They took, ao- 
cording to the published statements, 
about 9i),000 skins. 
These represent 


presumably a still larger number of seals 
slaughtered, though "not quite so largo' 
an excess aa if firearms had been used. 
Add the number taken by American 
vessels, aa well as by the Russian and 
Japanese, and it will he "seen that tho 
slaughter of the animals during the 
year most have been enormous. 


How large a proportion were secured 


iu Bering sea does not appear by the 
statements thus far made publio, oat it 
has been said that the Triumph, which 
made the champion catch, surpassing 
in fact anything before known, obtained 
more than two-thirds of her seals with- 
in the waters of Bering sea within 
seven weeks, although those were not 
open until Aug. 1. 


The result of the investigations made 


by Mr. Hainlin of the treasury depart- 
ment confirms tho views entertained by 
our own uavy officers in the patrol fleet 
that tho animals are fast diminishing, 
aud that tho Paris rules are not check- 
ing the diminution. The consent to a 
year's halt in pelagic sealing by all na- 
tions is perhaps the best remedy for ex- 
isting evils. Tho nest question is as to 
how many nations will agreo to this 
proposal. It would bo better if tho re- 
striction should apply to both sides of 
tho north Pacific, by the co-operatiou of 
Eussia and Japan, but England's no- 
oeptanoe of tho arrangement would 
alone justify our government in carry- 
ing it out.—New York Sun.
